TROY  STATE  1 9,  SOUTHERN  MISSISSIPPI  42  —  As  one  of  the  state's  newspapers  said, 
"It  was  more  mistakes  than  a  mismatch  between  NCAA  Division  II  Troy  State  and  Divi- 
sion I  Southern  Mississippi."  The  Trojans  fumbled  nine  times  during  the  game  and  an 
opportunistic  Southern  Miss  turned  five  of  the  mistakes  into  scores.  Southern  Miss  led 
14  0  before  TSU  could  score.  Brazell  hooked  up  with  Billy  Dixon  on  a  TD  pass  of  12  and 
another  TD  pass  of  80  yards  in  the  first  half.  Troian  tailback  Tony  Davezan  scored  on  a 
35  yard  run  to  make  it  21-19  at  halftime.  In  the  second  half,  TSU's  mistakes  continued 
and  Southern  Miss  scored  twice  in  the  third  quarter  and  again  in  the  fourth. 

TROY  STATE  28,  UNIVERSITY  OF  NEVADA  LAS  VEGAS  35  —  A  second-half  rally  by  the 
Trojans  fell  short  as  TSU  lost  its  second  game  of  the  season.  Nevada  Las  Vegas,  one  of 
the  nation's  premier  passing  teams,  went  ahead  21-7  at  the  half  but  the  Trojans  got  13 
third  quarter  points  off  a  61  yard  pass  from  Brazell  to  Billy  Dixon  and  a  4  yard  run  by 
Ron  Daniels.  Daniels  scored  again  in  the  final  period.  Time  ran  out  as  TSU  had  pene- 
trated into  UNLV's  territory. 

TROY  STATE  23,  NICHOLLS  STATE  UNIVERSITY  6  —  The  Trojans  put  21  points  on  the 
board  in  the  fourth  quarter  for  their  first  win  of  the  season  in  the  important  conference 
opener.  Ron  Daniels  and  Sullivan  Walker  scored  on  runs  1  and  3  yards  and  Jerome 
|  Crowe  returned  an  interception  pass  83  yards  for  the  Trojans'  other  TD.  It  was  the  first 
of  six  straight  Gulf  South  Conference  wins  for  the  defending  champion  Trojans. 

TROY  STATE  10,  LIVINGSTON  UNIVERSITY  0  —  The  Trojan  defense,  nicknamed  the 
"Grim  Reaper",  recorded  its  first  shutout  of  the  year  and  held  Livingston  to  a  mere  75 
yards  total  offense.  Livingston  never  managed  a  serious  scoring  threat  the  entire  game. 
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TROY  STATE  17,  SOUTHEASTERN  LOUISIANA  UNIVERSITY  7  —  Even  though  two  points  separated  the  two  teams,  the  game  wasn't  that 
close.  Visiting  Southeastern  Louisiana  scored  in  the  final  43  seconds  to  close  the  gap.  The  Troians  ended  a  7  7  third  quarter  tie  with  10 
fourth  quarter  points.  Sullivan  Walker  scored  on  a  one  yard  run.  Randy  Yancey  kicked  a  21  yard  field  goal  and  Phillip  Brazell  got  another 
touchdown  on  a  three  yard  carry. 

TROY  STATE  10,  DELTA  STATE  UNIVERSITY  7  —  Randy  Yancey  kicked  a  22  yard  field  goal  in  the  final  47  seconds  to  award  the  Troians 
their  fourth  straight  win.  Phillip  Brazell  tossed  a  73  yard  TD  pass  to  Charlie  Smoke  in  the  first  period  and  Delta  State  managed  to  tie  the  game 
n  the  final  seconds  of  the  third  quarter.  The  Troian  defense  kept  Delta  State  out  of  the  endzone  on  two  late  drives  and  came  up  with  a  Bubba 
Williams  fumble  recovery  in  the  final  seconds  to  preserve  the  victory. 

TROY  STATE  34,  UNIVERSITY  OF  NORTH  ALABAMA  27  —  The  Trojans  caught  the  attention  of  the  national  voters  as  they  toppled  previously 
nationally  ranked  North  Alabama  at  homecoming.  UNA  scored  first  but  the  Troians  exploded  with  20  second  quarter  points  and  from  that 
point  on,  never  trailed.  Ron  Daniels  scored  on  a  19  yard  run,  Sullivan  Walker  scored  from  five  and  eight  yards  out  and  Phillip  Brazell  threw 
touchdown  passes  of  nine  and  seven  yards  to  Billy  Dixon.  The  Trojan  offense  churned  out  479  total  yards  in  the  game. 

TROY  STATE  49,  UNIVERSITY  OF  NORTHERN  MICHIGAN  28  —  It  was  easily  one  of  the  greatest  upsets  of  the  year  in  Division  II  football,  but 
TSU  followers  would  rather  think  of  it  as  |ust  an  excellent  performance.  The  Trojans  had  the  second  ranked  Wildcats  down  42  7  at  halftime 

| iSullivan  Walker  rushed  for  198  yards  and  scored  on  runs  of  61,31,9,  and  1  yards.  Phillip  Brazell  threw  a  43  yard  scoring  pass  to  Billy  Dixon 
iBrazell  also  rushed  for  a  pair  of  touchdowns.  More  important  was  the  fact  that  the  game  counted  as  a  designated  conference  game  for  TSU

TROY  STATE  15,  MISSISSIPPI  COLLEGE  17  —  The  victory 
over  Northern  Michigan  moved  the  Trojans  into  the  NCAA 
Division  II  ranking  as  the  number  10  team.  But  playing  its 
finest  game  of  the  year,  Mississippi  College  dampened  the 
Trojans'  hope  for  a  second  straight  GSC  title.  Ron  Daniels 
and  Sullivan  Walker  scored  TSU's  TDs  on  runs  of  five  and  1 6 
yards.  Daniels'  run  put  TSU  on  top  in  the  first  period  but  MC 
battled  back  to  a  14-7  halftime  lead.  The  Choctaw  offense 
rolled  up  247  yards  rushing  and  another  89  passing.  It  was 
homecoming  in  Clinton,  Miss,  and  a  happy  one!  TSU's 
offense  sputtered  with  two  interceptions  and  three  lost  fum- 
bles. 

TROY  STATE  9,  JACKSONVILLE  STATE  UNIVERSITY  17  — 
Jacksonville  State  ended  what  could  have  been  another 
championship  year  for  TSU.  After  a  3-3  first  half,  the  Game- 
cocks scored  a  touchdown  in  each  of  the  final  two  periods 
and  went  on  to  win  the  conference  title  and  advance  to  the 
final  game  of  the  NCAA  championship.  Randy  Yancey  kicked 
a  46  yard  field  goal  in  the  first  quarter  and  the  Trojans'  only 
touchdown  came  on  a  21  yard  pass  from  Phillip  Brazell  to 
Sullivan  Walker  in  the  final  period.  Jacksonville  State's 
offense  racked  up  390  total  yards  to  Troy  State's  208. 
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TSU  BASKETBALL  78 
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Troy  State  Basketball  concluded  a  disappointing  season  at 
Sartain  Hall  February  27,  1 978,  against  the  University  of  North 
Alabama.  The  Troians'  final  season  record  was  an  upsetting  1  23 
with  a  GSC  record  of  113.  Marvin  Sales,  Murphy  Brown,  Bryan 
Cruse,  Terry  Baker,  and  Jim  Means  were  the  Troian  standouts 
during  the  season.  Marvin  Sales,  capturing  four  statistical  titles, 
was  chosen  as  one  of  the  members  on  the  first  team  All  GSC 
basketball  roster  this  season.  In  addition  to  leading  the  Troians  in 
scoring,  field  goal  percentage  shooting,  and  rebounding  the  6'4" 
forward  also  led  the  team  in  steals.  Sales  averaged  1 7.7  points  and 
12.1  rebounds  per  game  this  season.  He  hit  a  record  .595  percent 
of  his  field  goal  percentage.  Four  years  ago.  Sales  set  a  TSU  field 
goal  percentage  record  at  .594.  During  one  stretch  this  season. 
Sales  owned  a  .670  field  goal  percentage  which  ranked  him  second 
in  the  NCAA. 

Freshman  guard  Bryan  Cruse  of  Florence  finished  second  in 
scoring  with  a  1 2.4  average  and  senior  forward  Murphy  Brown  of 
Decatur  was  third  with  12  3.  Junior  guard  Paul  Bussman  of 
Culman  shared  the  free  throw  shooting  title  with  Brown  with  a  7 1 2 
percentage.  Bussman  finished  the  year  with  a  9.8  scoring  average 
and  was  accredited  with  60  assists. 

Sales'  quest  for  the  university's  career  scoring  title  fell  short  by 
43  points.  However,  he  set  a  career  rebounding  record  at  1,318

The  1978  baseball  team  made  a  name  for  itself  in  the  Uni 
versify  record  books.  Finishing  with  the  best  season  record 
in  Troy  State  history,  the  Trojans  competed  in  the  NCAA 
Division  II  South  Central  Region  Tournament  for  the  second 
consecutive  year.  And  unlike  1977,  the  1978  team  was  not 
eliminated  with  two  straight  losses  in  postseason  play. 

The  Trojans  broke  or  tied  82  records  enroute  to  a  33  18 
finish.  They  won  the  University  of  Montevallo  Spring  Classic, 
finished  second  in  the  Gulf  South  Conference  Eastern  Divi- 
sion race  and  moved  to  within  a  game  of  advancing  to  the 
NCAA  World  Series. 

Delta  State  University,  the  team  which  eventually  finished 
second  in  the  nation,  eliminated  the  Trojans  from  a  World 
Series  bid  in  the  seventh  and  deciding  game  of  the  NCAA 
regional  tournament. 

The  season  ended  as  it  began,  with  a  loss.  The  Trojans 
lost  their  opener  to  Huntingdon  College  by  one  run.  Then 
TSU  went  on  a  winning  streak  and  won  18  of  its  next  21 
games. 

In  its  conference  debut,  TSU  swept  a  doubleheader  from 
Jacksonville  State  University.  It  was  the  first  time  in  more 
than  a  decade  that  the  Trojans  had  accomplished  that  feat. 

At  the  end  of  the  conference  season,  TSU  had  an  8-5 
record,  second  best  on  the  eastern  side  to  Livingston  Uni 
versify.  The  Trojans  bowed  out  of  the  conference  playoffs 
with  two  straight  losses.  But  the  following  week,  TSU  fought 
its  way  through  the  NCAA  regional  tournament,  winning 
three  games  after  opening  up  with  a  loss. 

The  Trojans  broke  almost  all  batting  records  in  '78.  Sec- 
ond baseman  Kenny  Gilmore  was  the  leading  character  in 
the  attack.  He  hit  above  .400  during  the  regular  season  and 
finished  the  year  with  a  .374  average.  He  collected  a  record 
67  hits  during  the  year  including  15  doubles  and  13  home 
runs  —  both  records. 

Gilmore  was  one  of  the  four  Trojans  named  to  the  AII-GSC 
team.  Others  were  catcher  Buster  Bergstrom,  pitcher  Rick 
Harrison  and  third  baseman  Randy  Rand. 

Rand  was  second  to  Gilmore  with  a  .349  average.  Bergs 
from  followed  at  .348.  The  team  hit  .320  with  50  home  runs, 
both  records. 

At  Pace  Field,  the  Trojans  won  17  of  20  games.  On  the 
road,  TSU  had  a  16-15  mark.  TSU  swept  1 1  doubleheaders, 
dropped  two  and  split  four  others.  Six  games  went  into  extra 
innings  and  the  Trojans  won  four  of  those. 

Most  of  the  batting  records  were  broken  at  mid-season. 
Seven  regulars  in  the  line-up  hit  above  .300  for  the  season. 
Six  pitchers  finished  the  year  with  winning  records,  a  first 
for  any  Trojan  sguad.  Freshman  Chip  Tolbert  led  all  pitchers 
with  an  8-2  mark.  Harrison  was  next  at  8-4.
